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Lord Archer 
backs library 
campaigners

CAMPAIGNERS battling the 
closure of Wigmore library 
have received a major boost 
after a top author and former 
politician backed their fight. 

Lord Jeffrey Archer, former 
deputy chairman of the 
Conservative Party, said librar¬ 
ies were an ‘important and use¬ 
ful resource for the community’ 
after being contacted by resi¬ 
dents battling to save Wigmore 
Library from being closed. 

Already more than 10,000 
people have signed a petition 
protesting at the proposal. 

Last week Luton Culture 
announced it was consulting 
with staff over plans to perma¬ 
nently shut Wigmore library and 
Sundon Park library, as well as 
ending the mobile service. 

A final decision will be made 
once the organisation has done 
the consultation and considered 
petitions against the closure. 

It also said it was looking at its 
‘preferred option’ of shutting 
both libraries and the mobile 
service as it was the most finan¬ 
cially viable option.

A review into the library ser¬ 
vices found that Wigmore was 
the fourth most visited in the 
town but only had a nine per 
cent coverage of the town. 

Doreen Steinberg, who has 
helped with the petition, said 
she contacted Lord Archer to 
raise the campaign’s profile. 

A spokeswoman for Lord 
Archer said: “Jeffrey believes 
libraries provide an important 
and useful resource for the com¬ 
munity, despite the increasingly 
digital age we live in. He con¬ 
gratulates all those involved 


with the campaign to stop the 
closure of Wigmore Library, and 
hopes Luton council will take on 
board their concerns.” 

Ms Steinberg said: “What 
upsets me is that most of the 
thousands of people I spoke to 
were not aware of the consulta¬ 
tion about the library service. I 
am pleased with Lord Archer’s 
response because even in this 
digital age it’s important for 
libraries to still be open.” 

Luton council said it was sup¬ 
porting Luton Culture’s ‘pre¬ 
ferred option’ as it would still 
give a ‘comprehensive libraries 
service with six static libraries, 
additional library access points 
across the town and 86.6 per 
cent of residents living within 
one mile of a library (current 
coverage is 88 per cent)’. 

A spokesman added: “However, 
as petitions are an important 
part of the democratic process 
we have requested that, prior to 
a final decision being made, 
Luton Culture consider these 
and any other detailed sugges¬ 
tions put forward which could 
improve the current proposal 
and coverage despite the 
reduction in funding.”

MPs vote ‘no’ on UK 
involvement in Syria

LUTON’S MPs have rejected 
possible military action in 
Syria by the UK following a 
House of Commons vote. 

Gavin Shuker and Kelvin 
Hopkins were among 285 MPs 
who voted against the govern¬ 
ment’s motion on possible mili¬ 
tary action in Syria following 
allegations of a chemical 
weapons attack by President 
Bashar al-Assad’s forces. 

Mr Shuker, MP for Luton 
South, said he was ‘deeply scep¬ 
tical’ of Prime Minister David 
Cameron’s proposals whilst Mr 
Hopkins, MP for Luton North, 
said the UK should be ‘trying to 
secure a negotiated solution’ to 
the on-going violence in the 
Middle East. 

After the vote, in which only 
272 MPs backed any possibility 
of military action, Mr Cameron 
said he would ‘respect’ the 
decision of Parliament and that 
‘the government will act 
accordingly’. 

Mr Hopkins said: “The House 
of Commons made the right 
decision in the vote on Syria 
reflecting the views of a large 
majority of the British people. 

“I was opposed to intervention 
in Syria, which I believe would 
simply make the bloodshed 
worse and could have incalcu¬ 
lable consequences for the

Middle East. 

“It is a terrible and bloody civil 
war but we should be trying to 
secure a negotiated solution 
and looking after the desperate 
refugees should be a first 
priority.” 

Mr Shuker said: “I remain 
deeply sceptical that military 
action, as proposed by David 
Cameron, could have any 
beneficial effect to protect the 
Syrian people, or in the wider 
region. 

“That’s why I’m opposed to 
this action in Syria.” 

Following the vote, a Syrian 
lecturer from the University of 
Bedfordshire said the UK 
needed to intervene as it ‘may 
be the only option’. 


Dr Abdulmaten Taroun, a 
senior Lecturer in Business 
Systems, said: “Syrians are left 
with two choices: to be killed by 
Assad forces or to accept 
external intervention against 
his forces.”

Taxi driver held 
at knifepoint in 
morning robbery 

A TAXI driver has been robbed at 
knifepoint in one of two attacks police 
said were reported to them on Thursday. 

The first robbery took place between 
8.42am and 9am when the 33-year-old 
driver picked up a passenger in Park 
Town who asked to be taken into the 
town centre. 

But the passenger then changed his 
mind and asked to be taken to Matalan 
and then decided to go to Kelvin Close. 

On arrival in Kelvin Close, the passen¬ 
ger threatened the driver with a knife 
before forcing him to hand over a brown 
drawstring bag containing money. 

The robber then got out of the cab and 
left the scene towards Townsley Close. 

Bedfordshire Police described the 
suspect as black, approximately 30 
years-old, with a slim build, deep sunk¬ 
en eyes and a protruding chin. 

He spoke with a Jamaican accent and 
wore a light blue t-shirt, white training 
shoes and black track suit bottoms, 
which had a blue and a white thin line 
running down each leg. 

In the second robbery, a 19-year-old 
teenager was walking along Chaul End 
Lane between 5.15pm and 5.25pm on his 
way home from work. 

Another man, who was walking 
behind, then started a conversation with 
him. 

When they reached Waller Avenue the 
man reached into the victim’s pocket 
and took his iPhone 4S and headphones 
before threatening the teenager and 
turning right into Leagrave Road as the 
victim turned left into Marsh Road. 

The robber has been described as 
white, possibly Spanish or East 
European, 5’ tall, with an average build 
and approximately 23 years-old. 

He wore a white shirt with a black 
collar and cuffs, blue jeans covered with 
fashionable rips and black shoes.

POLICE have vowed to ‘ruthlessly 
pursue’ criminals after putting on 
display a haul of 16 firearms and 
ammunition recovered in two raids. 

An array of weapons including five 
revolvers, an air pistol, three AK47s, 
four rifles, three air rifles and ammu¬ 
nition were seized in raids on two 
homes on Thursday, August 22. 

The first warrant was carried out at 
an address in Plaiters Way, Dunstable, 
where a 52-year-old woman was 
apprehended and the second at an 
address in Arundel Road, Luton 
where two juveniles were taken in by 
officers. 

All three people were arrested on 
suspicion of ‘bringing an imitation 
firearm into the UK’ and bailed. 

Specialist firearms officers and an 
Explosive Ordnance Disposal Unit 
attended the scene to ensure all the 
weapons were safe before they were 
seized for further forensic tests and to 
clarify if they are illegally held. 

They will now be tested to establish 
whether they are replicas or decom¬ 
missioned pieces. 

Chief Superintendent Mark Turner 
said: “We take firearm-related crime 
extremely seriously and will not

Woman assaulted by gang

A PETITION has been started 
to save a popular family-run 
pub which is at risk of being 
turned into blocks of flats. 

A planning application has 
been submitted to demolish 
The Melson Arms public 
house in John Street, Luton, 
to the surprise of its regulars 
who are calling for the build¬ 
ing to be saved. 

The landmark pub, which is 
believed to have been built in 
the 1860s, is the subject of 
controversial plans which 
would see the building 
demolished and 18 flats built 
on the site. 

A petition, which currently 
contains 103 signatures is 
asking the authority to reject 
the planning application and 
leave the pub as it is. 

Regular customer Cindy 
Guerin, who is heading the 
campaign, said: “I am a local 
resident and was shocked to 
see this planning application 
outside of the Melson Arms 
public house this weekend. 

“The Melson Arms has its 
regular trade of customers 
through its doors. It’s a pub 
with tradition, history, and is 
seen as a landmark within 
Luton. 


“It has a lot of character, and 
has many years ahead of it as 
it has been well maintained 
over the years.” 

She added: “We need to sup¬ 
port these old types of public 
houses to stay open not close 
them. 

“We would argue that the 
pub caters for local need and 
should remain as a public 
house to provide customers 
with a choice of varied enter¬ 
tainment . 

“It’s not much to ask really 
for locals to feel comfortable 


and safe and have somewhere 
to go instead of sitting at 
home and becoming isolated 
and lonely.” 

A copy of the petition is cur¬ 
rently inside the pub for those 
wishing to sign it. 

- Luton on Sunday first 
revealed the planning appli¬ 
cation in a story last week.

We would like to make it clear 
that The Melson Arms is trad¬ 
ing, and is not vacant as last 
week’s article suggested.

Council moves to 
stub out smoking

A POLICY which will ban 
council employees from 
smoking during the working 
day has been approved by 
Luton Borough Council. 

The new Smoke Free guide¬ 
lines, which will come into 
force in October 2014, will 
also prevent elected mem¬ 
bers and employees from 
lighting up while they are out 
on council business. 

In addition, new recruits 
will be required to comply 


upon commencement of their 
employment. 

As the authority has a new 
responsibility to improve 
health, it was decided that 
there should be an emphasis 
on improving health among 
staff as well as the public. 

It is hoped that this new pol¬ 
icy will guarantee a healthy 
working environment, pro¬ 
mote general health of staff, 
and reduce the smoking 
related costs due to lost pro¬ 
ductivity through sickness 
absence and unrecorded 
smoking breaks. 


In the 12 months prior to the 
introduction of the scheme, 
the Public Health and Human 
Resources team will carry out 
a programme of health pro¬ 
motion and support staff and 
elected members to stop 
smoking. 

During consultation, con¬ 
cerns were raised that the 
guidelines would be difficult 
to enforce and inconsistent, 
but the latest proposal had 
the support of both the coun¬ 
cil and trade unions. 

The policy was approved by 
the executive on Tuesday.

BEDFORDSHIRE police 
officers will be receiving new 
tablet computers following 
approval of investment by 
PCC Oily Martins. 

It is hoped that the new 
mobile devices will increase 
both productivity and the 
amount of time that is spent 
out on the front line. 

The first stage of the invest¬ 
ment plan will see a pilot 
scheme launched in 
September, with officers from 


each of the north and south 
local policing teams testing 
the technology. 

Three different devices will 
be tested in Bedfordshire, 
Cambridgeshire and 
Hertfordshire to gather feed¬ 
back about which is most 
suitable to roll out more 
widely to operational 
policing teams. 

The mobile devices would 
allow officers to carry out 
their work anywhere and 
would provide access to real 
time information as well as 
emails, the intranet and all

T HERE is an old saying 
that when you marry 
your mistress you 
create a vacancy. 

Last week, driving through 
France, I found myself with 
two mistresses. 

I love to drive and the 
present Mrs Lowe loves to 
navigate. 

That way I feel in charge 
but really I am being told 
where to go and what to do. 

Now, however, there is a 
third voice, Sally Satnav, in 
my ear. 

And they do not always 
agree. 

It is hard enough coping 
with turning right at 
roundabouts, keeping to the 
speed limit and answering 
the questions from my 
10-year-old daughter sitting 
in the back. 

The first three, of several 
hundred, were: ‘Daddy, why 
do the French speak French?’; 
‘Are we nearly there yet?’ and 


‘How are bogies made’ (and 
personally I’ve often 
wondered why they taste so 
nice). 

Now I have two navigators: 
Sally Satnav is slightly posh, 
a bit bossy and gets cross if I 
don’t listen, whereas, Mrs 
Lowe is... 

There is one advantage with 
Sally of course, when the two 
disagree. Sally: ‘Turn right in 
100 yards.’ Mrs Lowe: ‘Keep 
straight on.’ 

Sally: ‘Turn right, make a 
u-turn, turn left at the next 
junction, MAKE A U-TURN

The trouble is she, Sally 
that is, is very handy when 
looking for your hotel in the 
city centre. 

On the way to our destina¬ 
tion we spent the night in 
Reims, pronounced Ranee, 
and she took us to the door. 

Reims by the way is a very 
beautiful city, beautifully 
maintained. Equally on the

CARL MUNGAZI visits Luton Airport which 
has just been celebrating its 75th anniversary 


AS one of the town’s biggest 
employers, Luton Airport is a 
key part of the local economy. 

Earlier this year it celebrat¬ 
ed its 75th anniversary - it 
opened in July 1938 and has 
gone from being a municipal 
airport to carrying millions 
of passengers each year. 

In that time it has become a 
hub for ‘low cost’ airlines and 
seen the construction of a 
new terminal building and 
control tower. 

During a tour of the exterior 
section of the airport, Martyn 


Hooton, an airside worker 
who has been at the airport 
for 23 years said the increase 
in passengers had been one 
noticeable feature. 

He said: “One of the biggest 
changes we had was extend¬ 
ing the taxiway to allow more 
flights to come in. There have 
been other changes but the 


taxiway was big because it 
allowed for more passengers.” 

There are further plans by 
the airport to add more space 
on the runway as part of a 
wider aim to increase passen¬ 
ger capacity from 10 million 
to 18 million a year. 

In a recent survey of 657 
people by consumer watch¬ 
dog Which, it was listed as 
having the lowest passenger 
satisfaction. 

A spokesperson for the air¬ 
port said it was constantly 
working to improve its ser¬ 
vice and already recruited 70 
security staff to help cut 
waiting times.

She added: “We are currently 
awaiting a decision from the 
planning authority on an 
application to invest in the air¬ 
port’s infrastructure, including 
plans to double the size of the 
existing terminal building, 
further improve the retail and 
food outlets, increase the 
number of security lanes from 
12 to 20 to bring down waiting 
times further, and increase 
passenger seating areas. 

“This is what our passengers 
expect from us, and it is what, 
subject to planning approval, 
we aim to deliver.”

NICE COMIC CONVENTION

FOR many years I have been what you might 
call a ‘closet geek’. To look at me you’d never 
know that I have watched almost every 
episode of Doctor Who going since the 1960s 
or that I snuck into a Star Wars film as a 
teenager so friends wouldn’t make fun of me. 

What I haven’t spent much time doing is 
flicking through the pages of comic books - 
though I am familiar with all the big names 
and have watched all of the films. Hopefully, 
that will change, as in just under a week 
Bedford will host its first comic convention. 

But this convention is not like the others. 
Although I’m sure some fans will inevi¬ 
tably dress up as their favourite char¬ 
acters, this event is set to be a little less .:' 
mainstream and will take a more 
personal approach to meeting those 
behind the scenes. 

One of the 36 guests is writer and 
comic book artist, David Hine. 

David, who is best known for his 
work on X-men: The 198, Spiderman 
and his own creation, Bulletproof 
Coffin, attended the first NICE convention 
held in Northampton by independent comic 
booksellers, Close Encounters, last year. 

Since he was about 14 years-old David says 
making comics was what he wanted to do. He 
attended art college to learn to draw and 
printed his own work while there. His first 
printed work was for Marvel UK in the 1980s 
but over the last 10 years he has focused his 
talents on writing. 

“I used to love all the English comics like 
2000AD and Beano but then I started seeing 
the American comics in the newsagents and 
all the super heroes jumping out of the pages. 
They were very different,” David says. “They 
had 22 glossy pages whereas the English 


comics were mostly humour and very short 
strips of about four pages. It seemed like such a 
great way to make a living by writing and 
drawing these totally fantastic stories.” 

At the moment David is working on a Victor 
Hugo graphic novel called The Man Who 
Laughed but some of his career highlights 
include the Caped Crusader, Spawn and Storm 
Dogs. 

“Batman was good to write for DC and for 
Marvel I did a re-imagining of Spiderman set 
in the 1930s. I really enjoyed turning an iconic 
character like Spiderman on its head. People 
really do take well to it. 

“Maybe they are bored of reading the same 
Spiderman stories for 30 or 40 years, as some of 
our fans have, and enjoy having a new per¬ 
spective. In this story I took his Uncle Ben and 
Aunt May and imagined them as being 
communist agitators in the 1930s.” 

In recent years however there has 
been a move away from the big 
superheroes of old in the comic 
world and more artists are turning 
independent and creating their 
own works of art. 

David said: “The reason I moved 
away from Marvel and DC and the 
big corporations is because they 
are limited. The characters are 
developed as commercial properties 
and I wanted to do something different 
and more personal, and to own my own 
characters.” 

Heading back to Bedford, David is excited 
about having the opportunity once again to 
interact one-on-one with fans. 

He adds: “NICE takes a very different 
approach, it is laid back and more about the 
professionals meeting the fans rather than 
some conventions which can be overwhelmed 
by product selling. I think it is great a conven¬ 
tion is coming to a town rather than always 
being in the big cities.”

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It’s all pain and not 
much gain in this 
fitness junkie flick

Pain and Gain 
Rating 2/5

TRANSFORMERS director Michael Bay tries to 
show he can do more reasonably budgeted 
films as well as blockbusters - but sadly fails. 

Even with the solid acting duo of Mark 
Wahlberg and Dwayne Johnson on board, 
Bay’s long-term based-on-a-true story ‘pet 
project’ about a botched kidnapping by a trio 
of gym enthusiasts turns into a bit of a mess. 

The premise is pretty decent as Wahlberg 
stars as pumped-up instructor Danny Lugo in 
early nineties Miami, who - in pursuit of the 
‘American dream’ - enlists the help of fellow 
gym junkies Paul Doyle (Johnson) and Adrian 
Doorbal (The Hurt Locker’s Anthony Mackie) 
to kidnap one of his millionaire clients, Victor 
Kershaw (Tony Shalhoub). 

But with private investigator Ed Dubois (Ed 
Harris, pictured) on their tails, things don’t go 
to plan and several innocent people get 
caught in the crossfire as the story unfolds - 
forsaking a possibly intelligent script and 
potential satire for an over-stylised plot and 
sometimes unnecessarily gratuitous violence. 

It’s not completely without merit, with a few 
decent set-pieces and one great comedy 
scene with ‘get rich quick’ guru Jonny Wu 
(The Hangover’s Ken Jeong) - but sadly 
the talents of Wahlberg and Johnson are 
hampered by a disjointed screenplay. 

He’s done some good stuff - Bad Boys, The 
Rock and Armageddon - and some pretty 
awful stuff - Transformers 2 & 3 and The 
Island - but sadly this docks at the latter 
end of Bay’s CM with plenty of pain, and 
not much gain.

Departures more 
likely than arrivals 
on Deadline Day 

JOHN Still says departures are more likely 
than arrivals at Luton Town as the foot¬ 
ball world prepares for Transfer Deadline 
Day tomorrow. 

The Hatters boss is keen for transfer 
listed trio Scott Rendell, Lathaniel Rowe- 
Turner and Arnaud Mendy to find new 
clubs and is hopeful for some movement 
there, but has not ruled out the possibility 
of making a signing himself should the 
right opportunity arise. 

“I’m hoping for a little bit of movement 
out if I’m being honest,” said Still. “It 
would be good if they [the transfer listed 
players] could find something that’s good 
for them. 

“There have been little tickles [of inter¬ 
est] in them although there’s been noth¬ 
ing hard and fast. 

“But D-Day [Deadline Day] is arriving 
and when D-Day arrives people do stupid 
things. There can be a domino effect and 
if one goes, they all go.” 

On the possibility of new arrivals at 
Kenilworth Road, Still said that he wasn’t 
keeping that close of an eye on what was 
happening in the market. 

“I’m not actively looking every day, but if 
something comes up which we feel is right 
for us, then obviously we’ll have an inter¬ 
est in that,” he said. 

“I am not unhappy with the squad that 
we’ve got, you can rush out and get some¬ 
one who is wrong.” 

Still also dismissed rumours linking his 
players with moves away as ‘speculation’. 

Striker Andre Gray has reportedly 
attracted interest from elsewhere but Still 
said no discussions had taken place about 
any member of his squad. 

“I think in all honesty, it’s been specula¬ 
tion,” he said. “I’ve not had conversations 
in that area with anybody. 

“What I’ve learnt over the years is that 
loads look, a few enquire and even fewer 
offer.” 

The loan window will remain open after 
Deadline Day and Hatters youngsters are 
expected to be sent out for first-team foot¬ 
ball at a lower level.

Shaw could miss 
out for six weeks 

HATTERS striker Jon Shaw could be out 
for six weeks after undergoing a hernia 
operation. 

The forward has had the procedure and 
will be out for an extended spell, although 
boss John Still is keen not to put a time- 
scale on his recovery. 

“They say six weeks, but I’ve had players 
back in four or five weeks and I’ve had 
players back in two months,” said Still. 

“I don’t put a timescale on it, we’ll let 
him get back into training and then we’ll 
see from there. 

“But if you spoke to the physio he’d say 
five to six weeks I guess.” 

Shaw is not the only striker who has 
been in the wars for the Hatters, with Alex 
Wall being hit by a virus and Mark Cullen 
collecting a knock against Cambridge 
United on Bank Holiday Monday. Paul 
Benson has joined from Swindon. 


KIDDERMINSTER is often a happy hunting 
ground for Luton Town with six wins and a 
draw in their last seven visits and so it proved 
again as two second-half Jake Howells penal¬ 
ties ended the Hatters’ temporary goal drought 
and in the process registered their first away 
Skrill Premier win. 

Having failed to net in their previous two 
league contests, new signing Paul Benson drew 
a foul in the 69th minute from Harriers keeper 
Danny Lewis and Howells did the rest from the 
spot. 

Ten minutes from time and with the hosts tir¬

LUTON Town manager 
John Still believes his side 
are not yet the “finished 
article” but was still 
thrilled with the Hatters’ 
first away win of the Skrill 
Premier season. 

Two coolly struck penal¬ 
ties from Jake Howells in 
the final 21 minutes sealed 
a2-0winover Kidderminster 
Harriers yesterday and with 
it gave Town a much-need¬ 
ed three points and a fourth 
clean sheet of the campaign 
so far. 

Luton could not find a 
winner in their previous 
two games against Forest 
Green and Cambridge but 
Still thinks Town were good 
value for this comfortable 
triumph.

“We had the game by the 
scruff of the neck.

(Howells) should have 
scored either side of half 
time before he slotted away 
those penalties so we were 
in command of our own 
fate. We did enough though 
and it was well-deserved.” 

Two-goal hero Howells 
was as critical as his man¬ 
ager in the examination of 
his open-play shooting dur¬ 
ing the win but feels he 
repaid his teammates by 
showing no fear from 
twelve yards. 

“The boys wanted me to 
take it and I think I paid 
them back for missing a 
couple of chances earlier 
on,” said Howells.
